Washington, November 25.—(Special.)— 
The republican administration deter- 
mined upon a democratic tariff policy with 
regard to the Philippines. That in its last 
analysis is what the “ means. 
The high protection administration has had 
to make confession that a protective tariff 
does not bring revenue and in making tie 
tariff for these new dependeneies the dem- 
ocratic principle of a revenue tariff is to 
be adopted. 

The entire committee is engaged in spec- 
ulation as to the effect of this 
policy, 

Republican leaders, as well as dem- 
ccrats, seem to be at sea as to its real 
intent and there is wide divergence 
of opinion as to what this departure is 
going to lead to. 

A leading member of the cabinet, a man 
who has doubtless had very much to do 
with the adoption of this policy, says the 
president is not allowing himself 
bothered by the decision of the supreme 
whieh declared that this government 
6 10uld not govern outlying territory as colo- 
nies, or with the contention that the only 
way these islands can be considered is on 
the same plan as territories, from which 
ihe deduction is drawn that there cannot, 
‘sender the constitution, a of tar‘fft 
laws for them different from the jaws that 
apply to the home government, 

These arguments are not, this cabi- 
net minister said, bothering the presi- 
dent at all, but he is going ahead to 
solve the problems as seems to him 
best and most businesslike. 


It is his @xpectation that there will be a 
military occupation of the new possessions 
for at least a vear, and during that time 
no legislation by will be needed. 
lie figures that it will take at least a year 
for the different commissions to make the 
necessary favestig form the basis 
for legislation. 

No Change at Present. 

During that time of military occupancy 
there will be no change whatever in the 
present protective tariff laws, as they re- 
late to the United States proper, but there 
{is to be a purely revenue tariff.in the 
Philippines, Porio Rico and Cuba. The ex- 
pense of governing these Islands is to ba 
placed upon the ‘islands themselves, and 
the repuLlicans have had to give prictical 
acknowledgment to the fact that a pro- 
tective tariff, as such, cannot relied 
upon as a revenue producer, They have 
therefore determined upon a purely rev- 
enue producer. Under such tar.ff the com- 
merce@ of other nations to have equal 
right with that of the United States.

Dingley Goes Into Detail. 

In addition to cabinet member to 
whom I have referred, Chairman Dingley.

In ah interview printed in 
Washington Star this afternoon, he 
plained the term “‘epen door” policy as 
applied to the future commerce of the

“The phrase ‘open door policy.” which 
is now being talked about so much in the 
newspapers,” said Mr. Dingley, ‘‘means 
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simply equality of treatment and not 
free trade. As applied to the dependency 
of a country, it simply means that im- 
ports from al] countries are to be admit- 
ted on the same terms as imports from 
the mother country. As to the 
Fiailippines, it would mean that imports 
from Great Britain and all other for- 
eign count: are to be admitted at the 
same rates of duty as imports from the 
United States.

Grant C. Gillett’s 5 eceratidinis Startled |

Abilene, Kas., November 25.—A failure in- 
volving cattle interests throughout the 
southwest was precipitated here today when 
an attachment suit for $40,000 was filed 
against Grant C. Gillett, of Woodbine, by 
the Gillespie Commission Company, of Kan- 
sas City. 

Gillett controls thousands of 
southwestern ranges and his Habilities are 
believed to be over $1.000,000, 

It is now known that on Monday of the 
present week Gillett made anassignment and 
ceed of trust of all his holdings to D. W. 
Nalill. Gillett at once departed for Texas. 
Mr. Nai, however, refused to accept the 
trusteeship and the papers were not filed. 

This condition of affairs becoming noised 
about, Gillett’s creditors came down upon 
him in droves. Men representing twenty- 
five commission firms in Kansas City ar- 
rived at Woodbine today on a special traln 
tely began searching for Gillett 

are ranging over central ane

How many there are none 
of the creditors know, but it is stated that 
there are about 5,0 head on Gillett’s Weod- 
ranch. Some idea of the extent of Gil- 
lett’'s Mabilities was gained at the county 
register’s office here, where fully $1,000,000 
of his paper ‘s recordea. About one-third 
it is blanket and unreleased mortgages, 
while the remainder covers cattle now be- 
ing fed.

PCQUART'S FATE 


Friends of Army Astonished at 


Intended Courtmartial, 


NO ONE SUSPECTS GUILT 


Picquart’S Case May Ralse Greater 
Storm Than Dreyfus, 


DE FAEYCINET 1S ROUNDLY CENSURES 


The Attorneys for the Accused Have 
Little Hope of Saving Him, 
Though His Innocence Is 
Generally Con- 
ceded. 


Paris, November 25.—The Picquart case 
seems in the way of raising even a greater 
storm than the Dreyfus affair. The pa- 
pers favorable to the general staff are 
dumb, in the face of the barefaced decision 
of the military governor of Paris, Genera) 
Zurlinden, td try Colonel Picquart by court- 
martial, while those favoring revision are 
furious at this new attempt to defeat jus- 
tice and protest against the courtmartial 
being ordered. 

Nobody believes that Cplonel Picquart is 
guilty orf any crime except a courageous 
desire to render-justice to Dreyfus, but on 
all sides it is reeognized that if he is given 
a secret trial he may be condemned on 
some technicality, thus attaining the ap- 
parent object, which is to throw doubt upon 
his depositions before the court of cessa- 
tion in the Dreyfus trial. 

Every one is asking the motive of Gen- 
eral Zurlinden is so persistently pursuing 
Colonel Picquart and why a courtmartial, 
if necessary. could net be postponed until 
the decision of the court of cassation has 
been given. Every one is asking whether 
Kk is a desperate attempt to shield the 
former minister of war, General Mercier 
and the general staff, even at the risk of 
precipitating disaster and the nation’s 
hatred, and in any event of driving the 
stoubters into the Dreyfusite party. 

A protest against the courtmartial of 
Picquart bearing the signatures of leading 
authors, politicians and journalists, is be- 
ing widely circulated for further names 
and will be presented to the government. 

This evening it is reported that M. De 
Freycinet, minister for war, has consented 
to be interpellated on the subject in the 
chamber of deputies next Monday when a 
Sensational scene may be expected. 

Another feature of the case is the ter- 
rent of hostile criticism now poured upon 
M. De Freycinet, who is accused of quail- 
ing before General Zurlinden and the gen- 
eral staff. 

Maitre Labori, Colonel Picauvart'’s counsel, 
says he jis convinced it will be imporsible 
to conaemn Picquart cn the charge of 
forgery, but that the accused officer muy 
possibly be condemned on the cherge of 
communicating secret documents, although 
their communication was in no way in- 
imical to the interests of the state. 

Colonel Picquart ecntinued his evidence 
before the court of cassation throughout 
the whole day and his deposition is expect- 
ed to occupy several days more. There is 
still some hope that he may pmeceive justice, 
owing to the presence on the courtmartial 
of Colonel Bonnal, who is a great friend of 
Picquart, but M. Clemenceau, in Aurore, 
declares that the courtmartial is packed 
and accuses M. De @#reycinet of allowing 
an innocent man to be victimized in order 
to increase his own chances at the next 
presidential election.

AUXILIARY FLEET HIGHLY PRAISEB 


The Destruction of the Spanish Fleet 
and the Surrender of Santiago 
Are Discussed at Length 
in the Secretary’s 
Paper. 


Washington, November 25.—The annual 
report of the secretary of the navy is much 
longer than usual annual report. The 
first sentence explains this as follows: 
“For the first time since -its rehabilita- 
tion, the navy has been put to the supreme 
test of war. Years of patient, persistent 
training and development ‘have brought it 
to a point of high efficiency, which re- 
Sulted in the unparalleled victories at Ma- 
nila and Santiago—victories which have 
given the names of our naval commanders 
world-wide fame and added an additional 
page to the glorious naval. history of our 
country.” 

The report describes in rapid order the 
Steps that were taken to the 
squadrons and put the navy in readiness 
for hostilities. Sigsbee’s famous telegram 
asking a suspension of public opinion in 
connection with the blowing up of the 
Maine is quoted and the secretary says: 

“This judicious telegram did mucn to 
secure in the public minds a dispassionate 
view of the disaster.” 

The story of Dewey’s victory at Manila 
is told; and of it the secretary says: 

“Aside from the mere fact of having 
won without the loss of a Single life such a 
brillant and electrifying victory at the 
very cutset of the war, with ai! the confl- 
dence which it infused throughout the 
country and ‘into the personnel of every 
branch of the service, it removed apprehe n- 
sion from the Pacific coast. ‘The pecuniary 
advantages to the United States in the 
way of saving an increase olf Insurance 
rates and in assuring the country of free- 
dom of attack on that coast is incalcula- 
ble.’’

“Later in the day, the squadron mean- 
time having again moved westward, the 
signal ‘stop’ was made to the flying squad- 
ron, after which the Texas and Marhble- 
head went alongside the Merrimac and 
coaled. The squadron ws at that time 
distant about forty miles to the southward 
and westward of Santiago.” 

On the 28th, signal was made to return 
in the direction of Santiago, and the squad- 
ron stopped for the night ten miles off 
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shore, with the Marblehead. scouting two 
miles inside. On the next morning the 
Spanish squadron was sighted inside. On 
June 3d the Merrimac was sunk, and of 
this the secretary says: 

“This attempt, although unsuccessful in 
its object. was daringly executed. It is 
now one of the well-known historic mar- 
vels of naval adventure and enterprise, in 
which Naval Constructor Hobson and his 
men won undying fame.’’ 

The report deals next with the seizure

Estimates for the Coming Year. 

Secretary Long gives a complete lst of 
all the merchant vessels and yachts that 
were acquired by lease or purchase for the 
navy with the price of each.

INSPECTION GENERAL. 


Chief of Bureau of Animal Industry 
Submits His. Report. 
Washington, November 25.—Dr. Salmon, 
chief of the bureau of admiral industry, in 
his report for the year ending June 1st, 
States that during the year meat inspection 
was in operation at 135 abatt@irs in thirty- 

five cities. 

At the time of slaughter 31,116,833 animals 
were inspected and 63.662 were rejected: 
91,08 carcasses and 48,189 parts of carcasses 
were condemned. 

The meat inspection stamp was affixed to 
14,083,780 packages of mutton and beef and 
pork products, of which 374.131 contained 
microscopically examined pork. 

In connection with the examination of 
imports from Germany it was found that 
German toys and colored goods were pois- 
onous and all high German toys may be 
regarded as very dangerous to children, 
who may suck off the paint or swallow 
pieces that may be chipped off.

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In the city bill intreduced into the 
legislature by Hon. John M. Siaton, and 
which, having passed the house of rep- 
resentatives by a unanimous has 
now gone to the senate, there is a feat- 
ure in the highest degree commendable. 

That feature is contained in the fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas, The holding of an election to 
fill a vacancy in a single office is expen- 
sive to said city (Atlanta), for remedy 
thereof 

Be it enacted, that the word “three,” be- 
tweep the words “‘within’’ and ‘‘months,” 
in the thirty-minth line of said section as 
published in the supplement of the city 
code of Atlanta,in 18s, be stricken out and 
the word “twelve’ be inserted in leu 
thereof .... s0 that any vacancy oc- 
curing within twelye months of the termi- 
nation of the term of any of said officers 
may be filled by election by the mayor 
and general council of said city, which 
shall also have the power to fill any va- 
cancy in the interim before and until filled 
by election, 

‘This recognition of the fact that the 
people of Atlanta are tired of the fre- 
quent elections with wuich they have 
been afflicted, is timely and to be com- 
mended. But afew years ago the ele- 
tions were so frequent as to seriously 
menace the conduct of business, and had 
the effect of keeping the people in per- 
petual turmoil. There were city, county 
and state nominations, each followed by 
elections, and each preceded by heateu 
campaigns, by which pubiic sentiment 
Was aroused to the disquiet of those wao 
preierred quiet and order. Graduaily 
the movement grew to lessen the num- 
ber of these nominations aud elections. 
State eiections were consoiidated witu 
those of the nation, and finaliy alj coun- 
ty and gtate nominations and elections 
were brought together, until the present 
year, when the city nomination was held 
on the same day with tbe state election. 
The purpose of this consolidation was 
to get rid of the annoyance, not only of 
special, but of too frequent regular eiec- 
tions. 

Representative Siaton’s bil! 
upon the desire of the people of Atiania 
for the lessening of the number of elec- 
tions, and thus be wouid provide Chat 
whereag elective offices may now be ap- 
pointed for vacancies of three months 
or under, be would increase the limit to 
twelve mivnths. © Under this bill, if any 
elective Office of Atlanta becomes va- 
cant twelve months belore the next reg- 
ular election, it sbhali be filled by ap- 
pointment of council instead of by spe- 
cial election. 

The principle aimed at is correct. The 
people are called upon often enough tor 
the exercise of the franchise, and their 
comfort, convenience and accommoda- 
tion is to be considered in preference to 
the anxiety of politicians wio have noi 
the patience to wait until a generai elec- 
tion, when the peopie can pass upon the 
claims of all seekers for public patron- 
age. 
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Mormon Duplicity. 

While the newspapers of the country 
@re discussing the question of whetier 
Congressman-elect Brigham H. Roberts, 
of Utah, should be permitted to take his 
seat, there is a much more serious one 
which has not, been sufficiently discussed. 

Georgia and other southern states have 
recentiy been invaded by a number of 
Mormon missionaries. These men go 
from house to house preaching their 
doctrines, and declaring, when pressed 
to it, that polygamy has been formally 
and forever abolished by the charch of 
Zion. Succeeding in making some peo- 
ple believe this statement, they are se- 
curing converts, whom they hustle off 
as rapidly as possible to Utah, where, 
amidst congenial surroundings, their 
ecclesiastical growth may be more suc- 
cessful. 

The election to congress of Brigham 
H. Roberts brings out the fact that not 
only is polygamy still practiced in Utah, 
but that its observers are held in honor 
and esteem. Mr. Roberts is the hus- 
band of three wives, with all of whom 
he lives openly and notoriously. This 
fact was brought into the campaign 
through which he was elected, and in- 
stead of injuring him it drew to his sup- 
port the solid vote of Mormonism and 
thus it is that he is to go to Washing- 
ton as the accredited representative of 
a Mormon state. 

It is well that the people of the coun- 
try at large should thoroughly under- 
stand the nature of this great delusion 
which has swept so many people away 
from the path of common sense, and 
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| which resorts to deception and false 
statements in order to gain a hearing 
from people who would loathe the prin- 
cipal feature for which Mormonism has 
been noted. 

Not only is polygamy still practiced by 
them, but those who practice it are es- 
teemed as heroes and as leaders, and can 
at all times win the popular applause 
because of their prominence in the for- 
bidden feature of this new delusion. 
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A Suppressed Grievance. 

While the country has been agitated 
somewhat about the grievances between 
Sampson and Schley, and then again be- 
tween Shafter and Miles, there was still 
another, which has escaped attention. 

This latest exhibition of professiona: 
jealousy has for its principals Major 
General Shafter and Rear Admiral Samp- 
son, and it has been made public 
through the report of the secretary of 
the navy. 

It seems that when the American 
army attacked Santiago that there was 
an understanding between the command- 
ers Of the army and of the fleet respec- 
tively by which they could assist each 
other. Several conferences were held 
under this arrangement, and finally 
when it became evident that the surren- 
der of Santiago was in sight Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson sent around word to 
General Shafter that he desired to be 
present.at the conference as a principal 
participant. When, finally, the capitu- 
lation was ready to be signed, Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson insisted that on behalf 
of the navy he should be one of the 
signatories to the document. This re- 
quest aroused the resentment of Gen- 
eral Shafter, who declined to permit it, 
and claimed for himself the entire credit 
for the conquest of the city. 

In the cold words o* official discourse, 
no hint is given as to how Rear Admiral 
Sampson took this reply, but certain it 
is that he was forced to be content with 
the victory which Rear Admiral Schley 
had won, leaving to Genera! Shafter en- 
tire credit for the operations on land. 
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On the Street Car. 

The people of Omaha are struggling 
just now with the street car. 

In that city, as in many others, the 
street car magnates sell their riding 
space a dozen times over, putting their 
patrons to inconvenience which would 
not be permitted in any other line of 
business. Thus the man who enters 
one of these cars pays for his seat, finds 
himself obliged to seek the support of a 
strap or to hang upon the outside plat- 
form. 

The people of Omaha have become 
tired of this sort of imposition from 
men who make dividends out of invist- 
ble capital, the only basis of which is 
the patience and long suffering of their 
customers. ‘The result is the organiza- 
tion of an apnti-crowding car association, 
the members of’ which, when the car is 
full, serve notice upon the conductor 
that such is the case, and demand that 
he shall push on until there is a vacancy. 
If there are other persons on the side- 
walks awaiting transportation, it is but 
the duty of the street car company to 
furnish the accommodation, and in no 
sense becomes the duty of those who 
have already purchased space to give 
it up for the accommodation of others. 

Discussing this matter, the people of 
Omaha declare that the street car people, 
being endowed with an exacting appe- 
tite for every nickle along its route of 
way, will furnish just as many cars as it 
finds necessary to scoop in these nickels, 
and it will not use more. It will pack 
a patient subject like sardines. It will 
squeeze aud crowd and jam and bruise 
its passengers and subject them to all 
the discomforts of constricted circulation 
and bad air just as long as they will 
Stand it. This being the case, they 
have decided to make a change, one not 
altogether lawful in its means, perhaps, 
but one which they think will be effec- 
tive. 
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Talking Expansion. 

The agitation in favor of territorial 
expansion has its humorous side. 

In a recent article in a New York 
magazine, Senator Chandier suggesied as 
a solution of some of the present diffi- 
culties, that England should take the 
Philippines, giving the United States in 
exchange therefor the Dominon of Can- 
ada. In making this proposition the 
senator thought that both parties would 
be well pleased, and that the solidarity 
of our own possessions would be pro- 
moted thereby. The other dav the sen- 
ator received a telegram from Sir James 
D. Edgar, speaker of the Dominion par- 
liament, in which a substitute was of- 
fered for his proposition to the effect 
that England should exchange the island 
of Jamaica to the United States for the 
state of New Hampshire. 

This new turn might not be without 
its advantages. It would, for instance, 
remove Senator Chandler into Domin- 
ion politics. 
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The Victims of Politics. 

The nature of the malady which as- 
sails many otherwise healthy minds at 
the north when the negro question is 
brought up for discussion is fairly set 
forth in a communication to The New 
York Times, remonstrating against some 
editorial statements made by that pa- 
per. We present an extract: 

As to the undivided negro vote being the 
cause of the numerous outbreaks in the 
south, or in any manner for 
the “‘solid south,”’ ‘history proves that it 
has never Leen otherwise than “solid”? {n 
its opposition to any measure which had 
a tendency to elevate the negro to a plane 
of true manhood, or to improve his status 
as a man and citizen. While, on the other 
hand, if a respectable white man, a soutii- 
erner bv birth, had the courage to proclaim 
himself a republican, he was henceforth 
stigmatized by Ais former associates as be- 
ing a “white nigger” or “sculawag,’”’ and 
was ostracized, humiliated and treated as 


responsible 


an outcast. 

Now what does this writer mean by 
the “plane of true manhood” and the 
negro’s “status as a man anda citizen?” 
It is obvious. that he means nothing 
more than the right of the negro to be 
a politician, or to do the dirty work of 
political office seekers. This is the 
“nlane of true manhood” in the eyes of 
party men, but it must be evident to any 
man with a mind above politics that the 
road to true manhood and genuine citi- 
zenship does not lie in the direction of 
partisan politics. What white man ever 
reached true manhood by, or emerged 
into citizenship through, party politics? 

The whole truth of the matter is that 
the real interests of the negro from 
first to last bave been sacrificed to the 
ereed of the republican party for power. 
We do not say that a party by any other 
name would have acted differently; the 
fact which we desire to bring home to 
the consciences of the northern people 
is that a great crime was committed 


when they permitted the interests and 
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welfare of the negro race to depend on 
its actiyity and sympathy for a parti- 
san organization. And a wrong almost 
irreparable was done when the negro 
was made to feel that his future depend- 
ed on the fact that he was a “ward of 
the nation,” and that the republican 
party was the nation. The responsibil- 
ity for everything that has happened to 
the negro since his emancipation may 
be definitely fixed on those who were 
active in giving him over to politicians 
who, from first to last. have employed 
him for their own selfish ends. 

We have had and still have in Georgia 
white republican politiciang whose in- 
fluence at Washington depends on their 
ability to control the negro delegates 
who go from Georgia to the republican 
national.conventions. To control these 
delegates, the white politicians must be 
able to manipulate the state convention 
which selects them. Now, we desire 
to ask, in all seriousness, how many ne- 
groes these white republican politicians 
have “elevated to a plane of true man- 
hood?” Hew many negroes have had 
their status as men and citizens im- 
proved by these white politicians? 

The answer is, not one. On the con- 
trary, they have been injured; they have 
been kept back; their minds have re- 
mained narrew; their prejudices and 
not their faculties have been cultivated. 
The more sensible negroes—and there 
are many sensible ones—perceive this 
very clearly; and this is the reason that 
such men as Booker T. Washington, 
W. H. Council and Bishop Gaines have 
lifted their voices to call the attention 
of their race to the true tests of citizen- 
ship and manhood. 

The New York Evening Post, which 
is inclined to take very broad and gsen- 
sible views of this negro question, re- 
marks that “it was only because they 
were of the African race that the whites 
of Wilmington, N. C., and Greenwood, 
Ss. C., turned against the people whom 
they attacked.”’ Now, the answer to 
one question will definitely settle that 
matter. Are the Tolberts of the Afri- 
can race? Now, the real cause of the 
trouble, as it appears to those who aye 
anxious to see the negro grow into good 
citizenship and elevate himself to the 
plane of true manhood, is, that the 
white republicans have for years been 
engaged in poisoning the minds of the 
negroes against the whites of the south. 
‘When this process reaches the highest 
point, the culmination comes in just 
such troubles as those referred to. 

The facts do not justify the sweeping 
statement that- the Wilmington trou- 
ble occurred because the office-holding 
class was composed of negroes. They 
were negroes six months ago—a year 
ago—and no troubles occurred. We 
shall have to look elsewhere for the 
cause; we cannot base it wholly on the 
fact that the officials were negroes. The 
truth is, the trouble came as the re- 
sult of the attitude of the negroes, They 
showed the whites no consideration 
whatever in their necessary. dealings. 
Their policemen committed many out- 
rages; their editor gave cireulation to a 
most dreadful series of insults: and, to 
crown the brutal folly of their experi- 
ment in governing, they advised their 
followers to arm against the whiieg. 

But the real cause of this and all other 
troubles of the kind lies farther back 
—is imbedded in the reconstruction pol- 
icy of the republican party. That it 
is not a matter of race prejudice pure 
and simple may be seen right here in 
Atlanta. There is a negro holding a 
very important federal office here. and 
is brought into daily contact with many 
business men. He is courteous. accom- 
modating and diligent. He dispatches 
affairs promptly and accurately—such is 
the common report. And yet he be- 
longs to the African race. But sup- 
pose the facts were otherwise: suppose 
he employed insolence and insult to- 
rard those who are compelled by their 
business to have dealings with him. 
Naturally, trouble would ensue. ane 
then we should hear an outcry at the 
north that he was the victim of race 
prejudice; whereas, he would be the 


victim of his own folly and imprudence. 

Now politeness, courtesy, gentlemanly 
conduct, these are among the prime 
characteristics of true manhood and 
the man who lacks them or who fails to 
employ them in his intercourse with his 
neighbors and acquaintances, whether 
his skin be black or white. gets no con- 
sideration and deserves none. 
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Accumulating Testimony. 

The Philadelphia ‘Times furnisbes 
some accumulating destimony as to the 
good effect of the uprising in North Car- 
Olina.

It speaks well for the law-abiling 
disposition of our neople that Many more 
lives were not taken. 

Commenting upon these remarks, com- 
ing from a white republican, The Times 
continues:

‘urity of the commonwealth and his view 
of the absolute of combatting 
nexzro domination by any effective Means: is 
cleanly shared by -all toe substaiti il people 
of the state.

The Shrinkage of Values. 


Editor Constitution—Wiay is it that in the 
discussion of the question of how to re- 
duce taxation, writers have so little to say 
aLout the shrinkage of values as measured 
by the money standard? 

Salaries of public servants were fixed 
more than twenty years ago, wnen cotton 
brought more than 10 cents a pound, corn 
(9 C€nts a bushel and other farm products 
in proportion. A thorse that can be bought 
now tor $50 dollars sold then for $100 or 
more; land that goes begging for a purch- 
aser sold then at double the price it will 
bring now. Yet, although the purchasing 
power of money has been enhanced, even 
douLled, yet the salaries of public servants 
is the same now as it was twenty years 
8EB0 when the dollar bought only about 
half it will buy now. 

Why has not the state had the sagacity 
to see what all great business men saw”? 
What have railroads done to meet existing 
conditions? They have either reduced 
wages of employees or have increased their 
labors, thereby practically reducing their 
numbers. What have your great retail 
merchants done? Ask the salesman, who 
With bare head ‘stands on his feet from 
_@arly morn to dewy eve;” ask him if 
his wages today are what they were more 
than twenty years ago. Ask the laborer, 
ask the mechanic, how his wages compare 
with those of twenty years ago. Al! real- 
ize the situation. The shrewd business 
man was the first to discover that the dol- 
lar was growing Lieger: the wage-earner 
was the next to realize the fact. But the 
state of Georgia, in dealing with its ser- 
vants, whose salaries were fixed by the 
constitution of 1877, has never seen proper 
to reduce any of them so that they might 
conform to the new conditions brought 
about by the policy of the ‘single gold 
standard, 

Many will say these salaries are inade- 
quate now. If so, how were thev in 1877, 
when the dollar would buy little more than 
half what it does now? 

Candidly, I do not believe many of the 
salaries now are too high: but I do be- 
lieve many officials do not earn them. 
There are same overworked superior court 
judges in Georgia, and quite- a number of 
underworked ones, who need not and may 
not work mere than four months in the 
year—and this can be clearly proven. 

But what I’m driving at is to reduce 
salaries all along the Hne; let it apply to 
all officials, judicial and ministerial; let 
the reduction even extend to our delectable 
state school commisssioner, who indulges 
the hope that hecanse school children have 
daddys thew will all vote with him. 

I agree with The Constitution: it will not

The later generations have 
distinguished themselves in the public ser-~ 
vice, and the present peer’s great grand< 
father, the first earl, was governor general 
of Bengal, and conspicuous. in connection 
with the trial of Warren Hastings. This 
earl’s brother also was governor general of 
Madras. 

Before he Succeeded to the peerage and 
bore the courtesy title of Lord Melgund, 
Lord Minto used to figure in the pigskin 
under the assumed name of “Mr. Rolly.*4 
He was then a Cambridge undergraduate, 
His pseudonym was a nickname that he 
had gained at Eton, where he was a very 
respectable oar. At school he was second 
in the single sculls, and later gained dis- 
tinction as an active member of the Kings- 
ton Rowing Club. When an undergraduate 
he was also prominent in athletics and won 
the mile race in the Third Trinity sports at 
Cambridge. 

It was as an amateur jockey, huwever, 
that Lord Minto particularly shone. His 
aspirations were high, and in 1874 he rode 
Defence, owned by the famous English 
turfman, Captain Machel], into fourth place 
for the Liverpool] Grand National steeple- 
chase. The same year he won the Grand 
National Steeplechase of France, run at 
Auteuil, on Miss Hungerford. He rode over 
hurdies—a more difficult feat than steeple- 
Chase riding, though not commonly sup- 
posed to be so—with particular success, and 
won many hurdle races with horses trained 
by Mr. Richardson. In 1875, at the Lincoln 
Spring meeting, he passed the post first on 
five different mounts.

them in‘every way possible. At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Copeland's speech, Mr. 
Freeman, of Coweta, called the previous 
question. Being the chairman of the com- 
mittee which reported the bill favorably, 
Mr, Freeman was allowed twenty minutes 
in which to conclude the debate; but he 
agreed to give five minutes of this time to 
Mr. Swift, of Elbert. On taking the floor 
Mr. Swift stated that since the object 
Which he had in view in framing his bill 
had been covered by the substitute, he 
would cheerfully give his support to the 
substitute. This course having been taken 
by the auther of the bill, it became evi- 
dent that the substitute was preferred by 
the house, and Mr. Freeman did not care 
to occupy the time allowed him in which 
to close the debate. When the vote was 
taken on the substitute the house stood 126 
yeas and 6 nays, whereupon Speaker Little 
announced the passage of the substitute in 
lieu of the original bill. 
Mr. Little’s Bill. 

Several bills were introduced by special 
consent at yesterday's session, the most 
important of which was the special tax bill 
presented by Speaker Litele. This bill pro- 
vides for an entirely new tax law and 
prescribes in detail what property shall be 
taxed in Georgia and how it shall be taxed. 
In addition to being one of the largest 
measures yet introduced, it is also one of 
the most carefully prepared, and reflects 
high credit upon its able young guthor, It 
was referred to the ways and re tate com- 
miitee. 

Betting on Elections. 


Under the head of unfinished business Mr. 
Moore, of Carroll, moved to reconsider the 
bill ¢o prohibit betting on elections in the 
state of Georgia. This bill had been defeat- 
ed in the house on last Tuesday. On the 
motion to reconsider the yeas and. nays 
were called and when the vote was count- 
ed it stood 60 for aud 63 against. Thereupon 
the motion was declared lost. 


Substitute for the Election Bills. 


Information having come from the senate 
that the two house bills relative to the 
criminal and city courts of Atlanta had 
passe@ the senate by substitutes, Mr. Sla- 
ton, of Fulton, asked unanimous consent 
to call up the substitutes proposed by the 
senate for the purpose of moving that the 
house refuse to concur in the same. This 
request was granted and Clerk Bojfeuillet 
directed to read the first substitute. 
first substitute, which appiics to the 
criminal court of Atlanta, provides that 
the election of judge and solicitor shall 
be held at the next general election instead 
of at a special election to be held for that 
purpose, and that in the meantime the goy- 
ernor shall be authorized to fill by ap- 
pointment any vacancy which occurs, such 
appointments to hold good until the va- 
cancy is filled at the general election. Here 
follows the substitute in full: 

“Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia as follows: 

“That an act approved September 6, 1891, 
establishing the criminal court of Atlanta 
ana@ the acts amendatory thereof, which 
provide for the appointment of judge and 
solicitor of said criminal court of Atlanta 
by the. governor, be amended as follows: 

“At the: next general! state election an 
election shall be held forejudge and solic- 
itor of said criminal court of Atlanta, 
whcse term of ofilce shall begin on the Ist 
of January after said election, and shall 
continue four years, or until their succes- 
sors are elected or appointed and qualified 
as hereafter provided. The successors of 
the first judge and solicitor to be elected

» as herein provided shall hoid office for the 


term of four years, or until] their successors 
shall be elected and the election shall be 
held at the next general election immedi- 
ately preceding the expiration of said 
terms of office, and is to be conducted un- 
der the laws appiitable to the election of 
county officers of Fulton county, with a 
like qualification for voters, At the election 
those qualified to vote for county officers 
of Fulton county at the general election 
shall be qualitied to vote for said judge 
and solicitor. In the event of A&A vacancy 
arising in said office of judge oz solicitor. 
the governor shall by appointment fill the 
same until next genetal election, when a 
judge or soliciior shall be elected to fill the 
unexpired term as herein: provided; pro- 
vided, the term of judges and solicitors 
appointed before the next general election 
shai). expire on the lst of January after 
such general election. 

“Re it further enacted that 
parts of laws in conflict with @his act be 
and the same are hereby repealeft 

Opposed by Mr. Slaton. 

When the substitute bad been read Mr. 
Slaton took the floor. He urged the mem- 
bers of the house not to accept the sub- 
stitute offere@ by the senate, but to atand 
squarely by the action which it took upon 
the original bill. ‘‘That bill,’’ said he, ‘‘was 
introduced by the Fulton county delegation 
and unanimously passed by the house. 
There should be no disposition on the part 
of this body to interfere with the right 
of Fulton county to control its own affairs. 
Since the bill is purely local in its char- 
acter. it is enough for this body to defer 
to the wishes of Fulton county expressed 
at the ballot box.” Mr. Slaton then 
proceeded to state that the matter of elect- 
ing judges and solicitors by popular vote 
had been one of the issues in the cam- 
peign of last April. and that the vote in 
the primary held at that time stood 5,08! 
in favor of so electing judges and solicitors 
and 481 against. Furthermore, he argued 
that thirty-two out of thirty-nine members 
of the cotmnty executive committee favored 
submitting the matter to pop.lar vote, to- 
gether with the bulk of the Atlanta bar. 

“Thus,”’ he argued, “the rey resentatives

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of Fulton county did not introduce this 
bill upon their own motion, but in defer- 
ence to the wishes of Fulton county. Gen- 
tlemen, you come fresh from the people, 
and I ask you to see that the instructions 
of the people of Fulton county are carried 
out by refusing to accept the substituie 
proposed by the senate.’’ With respect to 
the vote of Senator Nesbitt, of the 
thirty-fifth district in favor of the substi- 
tute, Mr. Slaton argued that Senator Nes- 
bitt was not as familiar with the situation 
in Fukon county as he might be, due to 
the fact that he resided in Cobb county, 
and that he was not a candidate before the 
people for the seratorial nomination, be- 
ing chosen as a @ark horse. In conclusion 
Mr. Slaton stated that if the motion not 
to concur in the proposed substitute pre- 
Vailed he felt sure that the matter could 
be satisfactorily adjusted in some way 
by a confe-v’ence between the two branches 
of the legislature. 

Views of Mr. Knowles. 
speaker was about to put the ques- 
tion on the motion of Mr. Slaton ¢to non- 
concur in the substitute proposed by the 
senate when Mr. Knowles, of Fuiton, ob- 
tained the floor and in substance said 
that, while he had indorsed the bill drawn 
by Mr. Slaton, he had done so without be- 
ing conscious except in a general way of 
its contents, He says he was absent when 
the bill was passed in the house and was 
not present at any session in the senate. 
When he returned to the city he discovered 
that the contest had assumed such a bitter 
phase and that so Much personality and 
insinuation had been introduced into the 
fight that it induced him to desire to ef- 
fect a compromise between the two. He 
stated that he had spent several days in an 
endeavor to accomplish this result, but 
that he failed on account of the bitterness. 
Mr. Knowles further said that he had in- 
vestigated the temper of the people of At- 
lanta, including the mayor, president of 
the chamber of commerce and numbers of 
merchants ang that there wa@s not half the 
interest taken by the taxpayers as by the 
lawyers and candidates. 

He further said that the recent insinua- 
tions cast by those behind the bill on Gov- 
ernor Candjer and one of the prominent 
law firms of this city were most unjust, 
and that he had received the assurance of 
Governor Candler within the hour that he 
had never been approached by a single 
soul in regard to what appointments he 
would make if the authority was not taken 
from dim. He stated that he only knew in 
an incidental way of those who were can- 
didates from having heard the discussion 
on the streets and the accounts he had 
seen in the papers. Mr. Knowles stated 
that Governor Candler further assured him 
that the senate amendment to the Slaton 
bil] would be perfectly acceptable to him, 
and he thought it the most reasunable com- 
promise possible. Mr. Knowles further 
said that his own advocacy of the senate 
amendment was for the reason that he be- 
lieved it afforded a satisfactory way in 
which to settle with honor to both sides, 
the difficulty which he contended was 
brought about by an Intemperate and un- 
justifiable campaign to secure the passage 
of the Slaton bill. He stated that it would 
be a disgrace for the legislature, during 
the first month of Governor Candler’s ad- 
ministration, to impugn his right and his 
fitness to exercise the duties which former 
governors had the privilege of exercising, 
namely, the appointment of judges. He fur- 
ther stated that he did not regard himself 
as being derelict in his duty to his’ con- 
stituency by voting for this amendment. 
That while the county had voted for the 
election of judges and solicitors by the peo- 
pie, yet it had not fixed January, 1899, as 
the day on which said election should be 
held. 

That since the matter had been agitated 
a petition of 2,000 signatures had been pre- 
sented. opposing the election on that day 
and in favor of the one to take place at 
the time of the next regular state election. 
He made the argument that under this 
amendment a compromise would be arrived 
at which would be agreeable to both sides, 
and that to refuse to agree to it would be 
an admission by the legislature that the in- 
Sinuations against the governor and the 
prominent law firm in this city obtained 
credence in the minds of the members. ‘Mr. 
Knowles stated that he believed that if a 
vote of the county could be obtained, that 
the result Would be that the election of 
Judges and solicitors by the people in Oc- 
tober, 1900, would be approved by a special 
election, as under the amendment the Zov- 
ernor would only have the power to fill all 
Vacancies ad interim, between the expira- 
tion of the present terms and the general 
elections. 

Mr. Knowles stated that in his advocacy 
of the senate substitute he was actuated 
by the belief that that was the only solu- 
tion of the question which would be in a 
line with what the people of this county 
voted for, thatis an election by the people. 
He argued that a stubborn and unreason- 
able resistance to the amendment, might 
defeat the whole matter and accomplish 
nothing toward a popular election of judges 
and solicitors. 


Mr. Brandon’s Views. 


Mr. Brandon followed Mr. Knowles. Mr. 
Brandon undertook at some length to ex- 
plain the situation in k‘ulton county and to 
Show that the people of the county were 
deeply concerned over the maiter, He stated 
that in the campaign of last spring the 
question of electing judges and svlicitors 
by popular vote was one of the principal 
issues and that none of the members of the 
Fulton county delegation entertained any 
doubt in regard to instructions of the 
peopie received at t@at time, At this point 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, asked: 

“In the election to which you refer was 
any particular time designated for holding 
the election of judges and solicitors?’ ) 

Mr. Brandon replied that no particular 
date was specified, but that it

Most of the members were opposed 
to giving the matter this direction and ac- 
cordingly they voted the motion down.

What Mr. Brandon Says. 
Brandon makes the following state- 
ment in regard to the language used by 
him in yesterday's debate in the house, 
with reference to Mr. Knowles: 

‘Editor Constitution—In today’s Journal 
the headlines say 1 charged that some one 
had brought influence to bear on Mr. 
Knowles to make him change his views. 

“What I said was that Mr. Knowles, 
though he at first indorsed the local bills, 
thinking they were right, had yielded to 
a compromise because he felt compelled 
to do it to save a part of tne county 8s 
rights that all the representatives of Ful- 
ton county had Leen fighting for.

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VOTE ON THE SCALPING LAW. 


Juiges Stand Four to Three on Con- 
stitutionality.

stitutionality of the anti-scalping law. 

Four judges held that the law was un- 
constitutional and three took the view that 
the law was all right. 

The ticket brokerage business will 
ceed in New York state without further 
interruption for some time to come. At 
the approaching session of congress an ef- 
fort will be made to get a national law 
prohibiting the sale of ratlroad tickets by 
all persons unless authorized by a railroad 


pro- 


company. 

The New York daw was passed upon by 
two courts and was sustained D¥y both be- 
reached the court of apnoeals. The 
lower courts sustained the law and more 
judges have held it to be sound than have 
held to the contrary. 

Chief Judge Parker, who rendered 
opinion of the majority of the court, sitat- 
ed that the legislature had no authority to 
make a law declaring unlawful the ticket 
scalping business. Admitting that there is 
much fraud in ticket scalping, Judge Par- 
ker held that as there were honest men in 
the business, these should not be proscrib- 
ed. “Stringent rules, undoubtedly, may be 
enacted to piinish those who are guilty of 
dishonest practices,’’ said Judge Parker, 
but he was opposed to leaving the sale 
of transportation tickets ,solely in the 
hands of the representatives of the roads. 

Justice Martin, who wrote a dissenting 
opinion, sustained the law as good, saying: 
“ro hold that this act is unconstitutional 
would practically annihilate the police 
power of the legislature. An arbitrary and 
unauthorized interference by the judiciary 
with the administrative affairs of the state 
is fraught with quite as much danger as 
would follow legislative interference with 
‘udicial affairs. When courts seek to con- 
trol or in effect repeal acts of the legisla- 
ture by holding them in confiict with some 
non-existent or doubtful constitutional 
limitation, their action is mere usurpation.” 

The fight before congress will be all the 
harder because of this decision. An anti- 
scalper bill has passed the house twice, but 
yas never reached the voting point in the 
senate.

POSTAL SERVICE 
MOVES WITH FLAG 


Postmaster General Charles Emory Smith 
Submits Annual Report. 
WAR INCREASED THE WORK 


Offices and Lines Established in Cuba, 
Porto Rico and Philippines. 


AUXILIARY CRUISERS . WERE ‘USED 


ing the Year Has Grown Larger 
Than Ever. 


Washington, November 25.—The report of 
Postmaster General Charles Emory Smith, 
aside from the discussion of the regular 
branches of the department, tells of the 
work accompiished and policies adopted in 
our territorial acquisitions, The postmas- 
ter general says: 

“The war entailed the necessity of a mil- 
itary postal service and prompt measures 
were required for handling the mails of an 
army of a quarter of million men. Large 
postoffices were suddenly created at the 
camps of concentration, the exigencies of 
constant changes and movements were met 
and the military and naval forees on active 
service in the West Indies and Philippines 
had prompt and constant postal communi- 
cation with home. These mititary post-

the 


offices were clothed with all postal powers. 
Some of the larger camps increased the 
volume of postal business to that of cities 
of higth rank.’’ 

Continuing, the report says: 

“When our troops advanced into Cuba the 
postal service advanced with them. 

‘There are now four deliveries in the best 
portion of Santiago city and service has 
been extended into Santiago province. 

“The postal service accompanied our flag 
into Porto Rico. From Ponce it was ex- 
tended as rapidly as those places passed 
into our possession, and now there are 
twelve military postal stations there hav- 
ing connections with many smaller places. 

“In the Philippines two military postal 
stations have been established at Manila 
and Cavite, 

“When Porto Rico and portions of Cuba 
and the Philippines passed into the military 
possession of the United States measures 
for the continuance or restoration of gen- 
eral mail facilities seemed to be an essen- 
tial element of beneficient presence of 
American authority. By order of the pres- 
ident, the establishment of the postal ser- 
vice followed the extension of military oc- 
cupation. Jn harmony with the general pol- 
icy adopted for the administration of the 
civil institutions in the regions which thus 
came under our control, the local system 
and provisions were retained as far as 
practicable and adapted to our methods. 

Trained Men Sent Along. 

“The general postal service was assovciat- 
ed with the military postal service and op- 
erated by the same machinery. No new ap- 
pointments, save in one or two instances, 
were made. Trained men from our home 
service were detailed as superintendents 
and agents and placed in charge of the 
larger offices, retaining such of the gold em- 
ployees as were needed or could be made 
available. In the smaller places the o.d 
postmasters are continued or other locul 
officers are found. There has already been 
a great improvement over the old Spanish 
service and the work has only just begun. 
¥Y*The acquisition of Hawaii has not thus 
far been followed by any change in our 
postal regulations with that country.” 

Regarding the effective work of auxiliary 
cruisers and merchant marine in the war, 
the postmaster general says: 

“The great value of the aid contributed 
during the war by steamships employed in 
our mail service-and converted under the 
act of March 3d, 1891, into auxiliary cruis- 
ers is universally recognized. The St. 
Louis and the St. Paul and the New York 
and the Paris, the last two rechristened 
the Harvard and the Yale, added materi- 
ally to naval strength and gave un- 
equalled special and distinct service. 

“Their superior speed peculiarly fitted 
them to act as scouts, and in actual en- 
counter they proved their @&ghting effici- 
ency. of their value as fast 


‘ 
the 


Independent 
mail steamers, the part they played in our 
naval operations vindicated the broad pol- 
icy of the law under which they floated 
our flag. 

“Our recent experience has illustrated 
and emphasized the importance of this re- 
source, and has demonstrated that one of 
the most effective and economical bul- 
warks of naval powey is the possession of 
swift mail steamers, capable of immediate 
conversion into armed cruisers. In the 
further development of our naval forcé 
this factor cannot fail to receive consider- 
ation, and it supplements and strengthens 
the reasons for governmental action which 
are found in the wisdom of promoting the 
upbuilding of a merehant marine. The ad- 
vancement of our commerce requires that 
we shall have carrying facilities. A com- 
mercial marine is not oniy vital to com- 
mercial expansion, but it provides the best 
source for the expansion of the naval 
force, which become necessary in time of 
war. From every point of view it is thus 
a legitimate object of governmenial con- 
cern and the adoption of practical and rea- 
sonable measures within our power for the 
promotion of this object seems to be dic- 
tated by every consideration of pubic in- 
terest. 

How Steamers Are Secured. 

“The uct of 1891 invested the postmaster 
general with authority to enter into such 
eontracts for the carrying of mails on 
American steamships as in his judgment 
will best subserve and promote the postal 
und commercial interests of the United 
States. The first fruits of this act were 
the powerful steamers which, converted 
into armed cruisers, remiered such useful 
service in the war with Spain. They were 
employed In carrying the mails across the 
Atlantic, and competed favorabiy with the 
Atlantic steamers under any flag. But the 
act further provided that the mail service 
on lines thus created should be equitably 
distributed among .the Atiantic, Mexican 
gulf and Pacific ports. In accordance wit 
this provision, lines have been established 
to ports in the Gulf of Mexico and steam- 
ers recently launched for this service, and 
just now undergoing inspection Ly a naval 
officer, will be available ag cruisers snould 


they be needed in a future emergency. But 
no lines have thus far been established 
under this act on the Pacific and the re- 
quirement of an equitable distribution, 
which enjoins attention in that direction, 
is enforced and accentuated by the recent 
expansion of American interests on that 
ocean. Should steps be taken to extend 
our flag over American: steamships on the 
Pacitic, as it has been moderately extend- 
ed on the Atlantiv, such action will not 
only comply with the spirit and purpose 
of the existing law, but it will naturally 
follow and utlilze the opening of American 
opportunity In that quarter.” 

The postmaster general calls attention to 
the rapid and amazing growth of the postal 
business in all its branches. In the last 
fiscal] year the gross revenue Was $89,012,618, 
against $33,315,479 in 1889, and the gross «x- 
penditure $98,033,523, against $36,442,801. Tae 
number of postofices was 73,000. against 
43,000. Within this period the postage has 
increased about 5) per cent, while the postal 
business has multiplied nearly three fold. 
The general increase of expenditures for 
the past year has been little more than the

The powerful allied interests 
which have led the recent bul! campaign 
refrained from buying on a large scale to- 
day and seemed to occupy the position of 
‘lookers-on at the profit taking sales in prog- 
ress, Standing ready, ‘however. to come to 
the support of their f.vorites in the event 
|of their being too hard pressed. Profit tak- 
SG@ Was Very clearly in evidence in the 
| Atchison, the Federal Stee! stocks, People’s 
Gas, Southern Railway preferred and a 
‘number of others upon which the recent 
‘advance has been sulficient to make profits 
‘attractive. The selling pressure was by no 
means urgent in the stocks, which showel 
a decided falling off from the recent de- 
ree of activity, except Atchison preferred. 
But they were cleariv indisposed to ad- 
‘vance. The Northern Pacific stocks main- 
ftained their recent droop ing lendeney pend- 
ing the result of further consultations be- 
tween Northern Pacitfi- ana Wregon Navigau- 
Htion authorities looking io the adjustment 
Of the dispute over division of territory.

Mr. Rogers Gained Very Little in His 
Lease Fight. 


“CASE WILL BE HEARD AGAIN 


> Faeme Erroneous Views About Owner- 
-° ghip of Majority Stock Are Clear- 
dd Up by Judicial Decision. / 


The decision of the United States circuit 
in the attack of J. 8S. 
Rogers on the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis Railroad Company has been gen- 
erally misunderstoou. 

Mr. Rogers is a locomotive builder 

@ large stockholder in the Nashville, Chat- 
tarooga and St. Louis. The Louisville and 
Nashville is also a large stockholder in the 
same company. Indeed, the Louisville and 
Nashville owns a litt !© more one-half 
the stock in the Chattanooga sys Three 
“years ago the Louisville and Nashville pur- 
chased the Tennessee Midland and the Pa- 
‘@ucah, Tennessee and Alabama railroads, 
two lines were leased to the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. Mr. 
Rogers contended that tney were unloaded 
on the company by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville. He tried tou break the lease and the 
case was tried in the United States circuit 
court, which him. Then he 
carried the case to the «:rcuit court of ap- 
Peals, which rendered a decision 
days ago, deciding two points in his favor 
and clearing up much that had been vague. 

The points gained by Mr. Rogers were, 
first, that he had the right to begin and 
conduct the attack on the lease in his own 
name, and, second, that unless the lease 
was ratified by a majority of three-fourths 
of the stockholders the tease would be in- 
valid,

It was decided that the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis had not exceeded 
corporate powers in*accepting the lease. 

The court decided that the leased line was 
not paralle] to the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis and was not a competitor. 

Additional! points decided were as follows: 

1. The Louisville and Nashville had the 
Tight to acquire the two roads in question 
and also had the right to sell or lease them. 

2. The L#uisville and Nashville's power to 
acquire, hold and vote stock in the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis was de- 
clared to be beyond dispute. 

3. The Louisville and Nashville has the 
right to vote ‘ts stock for directors of its 
Own naming and can vote the stock on 
questions in which the Louisville and Nash- 
ville ig interested. 

4. The Louisville and Nashville 
$5,600,000 of stock in the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis. Rogers contended that 
the Louisville and Nashville was not en- 
titled to cast more than 500 votes, the primal 
charter of the Nashville. Chattanooga and 
St. Louls having provided that no one could 
Cast more than 500 votes, no matter how 
much stock he held. But in 1875 the ¢harter 
Was amended so as to allow a stockholder 
to. Cast One vote for every share of stock 
he owns. The court sustained this charter. 

The case will go back to the circult court 
to be tried again. 

The lease of the two roads in question has 
never been submitted to the stockholders of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis.

END OF SECOND GEORGIA NEAR. 


Mustering Officer Sets Next Wednes- 
day for the Battalion To Be 
Mustered Out. 

Captain Frederick, the chief mustering 
offiter in the state, who has arrived at 
Camp Atkinson to assume charge of mus- 
tering out the battalion of the Second 
Georgia, has set next Wednesday as the day 
for the men to receive their discharges. 
Officers and enlisted men are glad the time 
is approaching when they can leave the 
service and return once more to civil life 
after the long wait of the regiment in 

camp at Piedmont park. 

The work of preparing the company rolls 
is nearing completion, and the last of the 
rolls will be finished this morning. This 
part of the process has delayed the mus- 
tering out of the Second Georgia more 
than anything else, for as fast as the rolls 
could be completed tt was necessary to be- 
gin them over once more on account of 
the transfer of men in the companies to 
either the Third Georgia or the Third 
United States engineers. 

Captain Frederick is of the opinion that 
all the work will be finished at Camp 
Atkinsoh& by Tuesday evening, although 
he set the time of mustering out for the 
following day, fearing that some new hin- 
@rance would arise. 

He said yesterday: 

“The regiment has had a long wait in 
canip, but it was due, not to the officers 
of the command, but almost wholly to the 
work entailed in the transfer of men who 
wished to go to the Third Georgia and the 
Third engineer corps. Very few of the 
men have been transferred to the latter 
command, but it is possible that before 
Wednesday others may ask to be trans- 
ferred to that regiment. 

“In the last few days we have brought 
the work here to a close in very short or- 
der. So far two of the companies of the 
battalion have been examined by Captain 
Kennedy, the examining officer, and he will 
finish with all commands before Tuesday of 
next week.’

Grand Jury Yesterday Indicted the 
Slayer of John Bishop. 


TOM. GUFFIE JIS _ INDICTED 


He Is Charged with the Murder of 
Peeks, at Fort McPherson. 


MANY OTHER BILLS “ARE RETURNED 


What Is Going on in the Various 
Courts—Many Cases Heard Yes- 
terday—Motions Today.

THE FULTON COUNTY GRAND JURY 
Was in session yesterday morning and re- 
turned indictments against W. G. Shockley 
and Tom Guffie for murder and one against 
Private Phillips, of the Second Georgia 
regiment, for shooting Claud Love. The 
jury was in session during the entire morn- 
ing and considered many cases. About 
twenty ndictments were returned, the 
€reater number of them being for minor 
offenses. The jury adjourned until 190 
o'clock Monday morning, when it will re- 
convene. 

The case of the state against W. G. 
Shockley was one of the first taken up yes- 
terday. Shockley, without warning and ap- 
parent provocation, attacked John Bishop 
while on an electric car on the Waiker 
street line. The latter’s throat was cut 
from ear to ear. Captain Thompson at- 
tempted to interfere and in doing so was 
severely cut in the arm. Another person 
standing near was also cut, 

Shockley believed to be insane. 
actions immediately after the cutting were 
strange and he has since acted in an un- 
usual manner. He believes ‘he is persecuted 
by his family connections, and that they 
are trying to get property from him. The 
ease having been brought to ittention 
of the jury, the evidence being a 
true bill was returned. 

lt was thought at one time that the long 
litigation that tthe indietment will occasion 
would be obviated by a writ of lunacy being 
taken out in Morgan county, of ‘which 
Shockley is ua resident. It is now a cuse 
similar to that of Flanagan's. In the latter 
case the plea was made when the trial 
came up on the indictment that Flanagan 
Was not sufficiéntly sane at the time of his 
trial to intelligently assist his counsel in the 
management of this defense. This was the 
issue, and ulter the hearing of the evidence 
it was held that Flanagan was sane. The 
plea was then made that he was insane 
at the time that the crime was committed, 
Upon this plea the jury also found that he 
Was sane, It is expected that this will be 
the course the Shockley will take, and 
thut several trials wil. necessary unless 
Shockley is found insarie upon the first 
trial. He will then Sent to the asylum, 
and if he recovers, he will returned to 
the custody of the officers of Fulton county 
and tried for murder,

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THERE 18 NOW PENDING BEFORE 
the state legislature a bi!l of great impor- 
tance to the city of Atlanta. It provides 
for several amendments to the city’s char- 
ter, and if passed, will make some decided 
changes in the municipal government, 

The amendments being applied for have 
been passed up by council at various times 
: during this year and were introduced in 

the legislature by Representative Slaton 
| last week. The house passed the amend- 
| ments without a dissenting vote and the 
bill is now before the senate, where it has 
heen read once. The judiciary committee | 
will consider it next Tuesday. 

The amendment to give the recordcr more | 
power is the only one that is meeting with 
Opposition. It is said that Solicitor James 
O'Neil, of the city crimmal court, will ap- 
pear before the committee to fight this 
section. It is predicted, however, that the 
committee will make a favorable report 
thereon, and there is practically no doubt 
that the charter amendments will go into 
effect. 

Section one of the fegislative bill repeals 
an old act requiring the mayor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atianta to pay 
off the entire debt of the city in monthly 
installments of $30,000. This is done that 
there may be no obstacle in the way of the 
creating of a sinking fund commission. 

Section two gives the recorder power to 
sentence prisoners to the city stockade for 
ninety days instead of thirty, as now re- 
quired by law. 

Section three gives the municipal authori- | 
ties power to punish wholesale and retail 
liquor dealers selling without a license or | 
selling after the expiration of the license 
or after the revocation of said license. 

Section four of the bill places deeds made 
by the city of Atlanta admissible in evi- 
dence on the same terms as deeds of the 
state and county. The purpose of this is 
to give city tax deeds and city assessment 
deeds the same prima facie force and valid- 
ity which is accorded to tax deeds made by 
the state and county. 

Section five gives the council power to 
collect sewer assessments by installments. 

Section six gives the council the power to 
fill any vacancy in ministerial offices, pro- 
vided such vacancy does not occur twe:ve 
months before the expiration of the regular 
term. The present law requires the vacan- 
cy to be filled by election by the people. 

Section seven requires that all administra- 
tive boards of the municipal government 
shall serve without salaries. { 

Section eight requires the comptroller to 
keep this books so that the detalied ex- 
penditures in all municipal departments 
may be shown.
